To the Editor of the Ncifx'~ 


Au .inrjuirmg mind in your istme of yestur- 


day w anxious to know how it ia that wo are 
not better supplied with fruit in Newport, 
nnd suggests that some enterprising in an 
should go into tho business. 
Your corres- 


pondent can know but little of the trade, or 
the manner iu which it is supplied. 
"Why, 


bless you, we havo an enterprising man ou- 
gaged in the business—ono who knows all 
about itr and has a perfect understanding 
with tho trade* as to the .quantity and qual- 
ity of fruit brought hero. 
Tiie rule is, that 


that no more shall bo lauded than can be 
sold at an exorbitant price: that there shall 
be no glut, no reduction and no such thing 
as cheap fruit, leV the papers say what thoy 
will about tons of poachea spoiling in Now 
Yoik for want of consumers. 
It is known 


to a fraction how niany peache^tof an ordU 
nary quality (that "is half ripe or under 
grown}, can bo daily worked off at an extra- 
ordinary prico,and the supply never exceeds 
that figure. An additional crate 
would 


create a disturbance that tho busiuflaa man 
being more guarded in tho future. 


The samo rule applies lo fish. 
Tho 


dealers know osautly what quantity thny 
can sell, and if the catch exceeds that num- 
ber, the surplus Spanish mackerel are 
thrown overboard fbc if brought iu thoy 
would hare to be sold at n lower rato,aud that 
wouldn't do, you know and so, forsooth, we 
hava to paydaarly for poaches and plums and 
Spanish mackerel, for the sake of sustain- 
ing a monopoly. Poaches elsewhere are dirt 
cheap. 
In New York tho best can bo bad at 


from fifty cents to a dollar a crate, but ye 
gods! for the poorest, the only ouoa brought 
hero, we are asked twouty-fivo ceuts a 
quart! There's o profit for you.

would you like to have sucli a margin in the 
printing ^business? 
"What is wanted is a 


change and if "M" would only look round 
aud find some enterprising man who would

Tho figures for ouly uix mouths of 1S75 


show failures exceeding iu number mid lia- 
bilities the average of eight full years out of 
fourteen. 
Yet tbo average of liabilities to 


each failure is lower than iu uny year except 
four. Tho credit system is apparently less 
overstrained than it has been in any year 
since tho war, nud scarcely moro than iu 
18GO, a year of marked prosperity. 
This 


disorder then, can no louger bo attributed, 
'as by iimny it has boon, to mero ovcrtradiuR 
and abuse "of credit. Us causes Ho doopor. 
Thoro has indeed beou abuso of credit, bo- 
j-inniug as enrly ay 1S7I," aud culruinntiug iu 
1873. But evou nt this iiiaiiiuuui tho aver- 
age of indebtedueK:; was much smaller than 
in ]S"i7, and iu 187-1 it wns reduced to about 
$^(>,()OU, an average scarcely higher than 
thnt of prosperous years after tbo war. 
Nevertheless, the number of, failures docs 
not diminish, aa it did after tho crudit-pau- 
ic of 1857, but increases with nliirmiug 
rapidity. 
After tho panic of 1875, though 


the averago of liabilities decreased IH pnr 
cent, in a single year, tho aggregate of bus- 
iness trausactioua ropresoutcd by tho clear- 
ings of tho New York banks docroasod at 
the same time ouly lo per ceut. 
But after 


the disaster of 1873 tho doorcase in Now 
York clbnriugs was almost precisoly as great 
as tho decrease in averago liabilities.

The report of commercial failures during 


the first half of tho year 1875 is uot'alto- 
gether encouraging. Iu six mouths, 3,377 
failures are reported—a number exceeded in 
only seven full years out of the last twenty. 
Unless the number during tho last half of 
tho year should bo much smaller, tho aggre- 
gate for 1875 will exceed that of any year in 
our history except 18(i,l. 
Comparison of 


this report with those of protious years ro- 
veals some very instructive facts. 


To those who anticipated »peedy relief 


from tho legislation of last year, or of Con- 
gress at its last session, this report is espec- 
ially discouraging. Thoy believed that dis- 
order had been caused by a deficiency of cir- 
culation, and clamored for "more "money." 
Congress "unlocked forty millions," accord- 
ing to Senator Morton's theory, by abolish- 
ing tho reserve against circulation. 
They 


clamored for "froo banking," and com- 
plained that states of tho West aud South 
were iu distress because they had uot as 
much bank circulation per capita aw tho 
Eastern states. Congress permitted, under 
tha national system, absolutely free bank- 
ing and unlimited issuo of currency. 
For 


more than a year wo havo enjoyed tho man- 
ifold blessings of an "unlocked" currency, 
and for nearly six mouths tho incalculable 
benefits of free banking. 
But thoso sii 


months havo brought more failures than 
any six mouths of our history, except at tho 
beginning of tLe civil war. 
If inflationists 


could in any way bo brought 'to comprehend 
the first principles of finance, this expe- 
rience mighft convince them that disorder 
of industry exist which require, uot mow 
currency, but more capital, end lhat tho 
mere possibility of further inflation has 
caused much capital tc shrink 
from risks
